Records showed $46,889,684 in col- 
lections for April, $42,264,403 for 
May. May taxes were collected in 
June, and taxes for June are being 
paid now. 

Farm officials said tax collections 
varied from month to month, but 
added. that much of the decline dur- 
ing May must be att ibuted to the 
153 snits filed to restrain tax collec- 
tions and to recover amounts paid.

ment proves “unsatisfactory,” Sena- 
tor Walter George, of Georgia, pre- 
dicted “fair and satisfactory” settle- 
ment of the dispute between Secre- 
tary Wallace and the Georgia High- 
way Board. Senator George’s pre- 
diction was made as he left the White 
House after a conference with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt.

Thunderstorms Break Heat 
Wave and Cooler Weath- 


er Is Expected. 


(Copyright, 1935, by the United Press.) 
More than 100 persons have been 


which ravaged the nation this week, 
a United Press check showed last 
night. 

Torrid weather which grilled the 
middle west had spread to the east- 
ern seaboard adding to suffering in 
areas in. New York and Pennsylvania 


which had been swept by unprecedent- 
ec floods earlier in the week. 

The Weathes Bureau promised re- 
lief today for the east, where. mil- 
lions gasped beneath a searing sun 
that sent July temperatures to the 
highest leveis for the month in 44 
years. 

In parts of the midwest, thunder- 
storms hroke the grip of the heat 
wave. Cooling winds were expected to 
soothe suffering over the Ohio val- 
ley, extending into the east. 

Nine ceaths attributed to the heat 
were repor‘e] in the New York metro- 
politan area, while New England 
states added at least six more. 

Knew No Boundaries. 

The heat knéw no _ boundaries, 
stretching trom the deep south to the 
Canadian border. Its route along the 
Mississippi valley was marked by 48 
deaths. 

Wisconsin had five weather fatali- 
ties. 

Cool air, bringing windstorms and 
heavy rains to the midwest, banished 
the murderous heat there. But the sud- 
den change induced violent storms in 
some sections, 

Many drowning, indirectly - at- 
tributed to temperatures that ranged 
from near 90 in New York to 113 in 
Phillipsburz, Kan., were reported. 

The southwest counted nearly two- 
score dead in an eight-day siege of 
heat which sent temperatures to 100- 
degree levels but found relief today 
from cool winds moving down over 
western Kansas and the Texas Pan- 


handle, 
Nine Deaths Reported. 

At Philadelphia, where the mercury 
passed the 93-mark yesterday after- 
noon, nine deaths and numerous pros- 
trations were attributed to the heat in 
the metropolitan area. Four persons 
died of heart attack induced by the 
héat and three others drowned while 
swimming. 

Cleveland blamed the heat for two 
deaths. Memphis recorded its first 
summer heat death when a sultry 
sun sent the temperature into the 9s. 
Three died in Michigan when the 
mercury hit the 90 neighborhood in 
most of the state. 

Albany, N. Y., experienced its hot- 
test July 12 in 80 years when the 
temperature mark touched 96. 

Floods added to suffering in North 
Dakota and Colorado. 

One man was reported injured and 
extensive property damage caused by 
'a tornado that struck Jasper, Ark., 
yesterday afternoon. He was B., 
Milam, editor of the Jasper Informer, 
whose arm was broken when his 
newspaper plant was blown down. 
Hardly a building in the busfness 
district escapéd serious damage. 

One man was drowned at Mandan,

flowed and flooded lowlands.

COLONEL DREYFUS, 76, 
PASSES AWAY IN PARIS

ily in easy circumstances, who emi- 
grated rather than recognize the an- 
nexation of Alsace-Lorraine by Ger- 


the greatest polemic in French his- 
torv—the now-famed “Dreyfus case” 
which spread death and disgrace. 

Dreyfus was born at Mulhouse, AIl- 
sace-Lorraine, in 1859. He was school- 
ed in Paris with brilliant results. 
Graduated from the French “West 
Point,” the Ecole Polytechnique, he 
received his army commission as sec- | 
ond lieutenant of artillery when he, 
was 21. 

His military career was irreproach- 
able until the accusation of espionage 
came out of a clear sky in October, 
1894. He finished ninth among Sl 
candidates in the Ecole de Guerre, de- 
spite General Bonnefond’s statement 
that he did not wish Jewish officers 
on the general staff. 

On October 15, 1894, while Dreyfus 
was at home with his pretty wife, he 
was arrested on orders of General 
Mercier and charged with espionage. 

The order said he had betrayed his 
eountry by selling to the Germans de- | 
tails of a hydraulic brake on_ the 
I’rench 120 mm. gun, a handbook for | 
the field artillery, a note on changes | 
in covering troops and a note on) 
French military secrets in Madagas- | 
car. | 

France was stunned. 

A wave of anti-Semitism swept | 
the country. Mobs marched. Head- 
lines sereamed against Jewry and the 
Germans. In such heated atmosphere | 
Dreyfus was rushed to a trial. | 

Fellow officers, Captains Henry and | 
du Paty de Clam and a mysterious 
Major Walsin Esterhazy, produced | 
evidence to satisfy the mili- | 
tary court. and on December 22, 1894, | 
Captain Alfred Dreyfus, 14th artil-| 
lery regiment, was sentenced to life 
imprisonment on Devil's Island. 

A public degradation took place 
January 5, 1895. a Jewish Sabbath. 
As the buttons and stripes were torn | 
from his uniform, Dreyfus shouted: . 

“Long live France! Long live the) 
army!”

ORGANIZING What is holding Mr. Hopkins back now is mainly 

organization. For some weeks, the active boss of 
the program has been trying to organize a staff of works supervisors 
over the country.

Consequently, the senato.s had to be consulted 
about these appointees. Many small delays developed due to conflicts 
between senators and between senators and governors. In some cases, 
men suggested by them were rejected by Hopkins. Impartial observers 
now feel that he has the nucleus of a fairly competent staff. 

' But all this staff is new and inexperienced. It replaces the old state 
relief organizations and hence must be instructed in its duties. Hopkins 
had to go to the extent of organizing training schools for that purpose. 
These are being held now in the states. (One is going on this week in 
North Carolina.) 

lf you want to know why all this was not done before this late date, 
you will have to ask Mr. Hopkins. 


SPARRING What held up Mr. Hopkins for two months before that 

was Mr. Ickes. It is not a secret that Messrs. Hopkins 

and Ickes sparred almost continuously since the legislation was enacted. 

Mr. Hopkins thought in terms of unemployed people. He did not 

care much about projects, except those which would furnish employ- 

ment where the unemployed are. Mr. Ickes thought mostly of socially 
useful projects. He lost, 

The result was that the project list of the National Resources Board 
had to be tossed out the window, sheet by sheet. A new list of projects 
was compiled. But after they had been authorized and announced, it 
was discovered these also would not do the job, for the same reason, 
The money would be used up without absorbing the unemployed, be- 
cause too much would go for materials. That list was rescinded. Now 
it is being revised. 

There is a feeling among Mr. Hopkins’ friends that Mr. Ickes has 
failed to overexert himself since he lost the decision, but that is a long 


story. 


FOOLING An item of forgotten history is that the blame for the 
original delay goes to congress. It squabbled over the 
legislation for three months (exactly 87 days). The first reason was 
that it wanted to find out what projects President Roosevelt had in mind, 
All it found out was the report of the National Resources Board, contain- 
ing a lot of expensive 20-year projects, now scrapped. 
Another reason was that senators wanted to pay prevailing local 
wages on relief work. Under the latest dictum of Mr. Roosevelt (June 3), 
the pay rate will be around $600 a year, or $50 per month per man. 


DOUBLING-UP The President himself has escaped in the general 

! round of finger-pointing. If you go back and look 
into the record of his public statements since January, you will find no 
evidence of any promises unfulfilled. For instance, he mentioned no 


‘Specific date for starting the work. 


But if you will look at his original message to congress, you may 
find a significant piece of evidence. In it he favored both the view- 
points of Mr. Hopkins and Mr. Ickes. 

His primary principle then expressed was that all works should be 
useful ‘“‘not for a day, or a year, but useful in the sense that it affords 
permanent improvement in living conditions.” (This is the Ickes con- 


tention exactly.) 
But his third principle then laid down was that projects should be 


undertaken on which a large percentage of direct labor can be used, 
(This is the Hopkins philosophy. He wanted to spend for wages first, 
Ickes for material first.) 


To give you an idea of the confusion still existing, the mayor 
of a large eastern city wired Washington recently as follows: 
“Do you know when contemplated allotment of works progress funds 


will be made? 
to pay for material. My original understanding was that federal gov- 


ernment would bear entire cost of WPA. When will final forms of WPA 
applications be ready? Only forms we have had are stated to be tenta- 


tive.”

hoofers over the red, black or yellow.

upon today by Dean Paul W. Chap- 
man, of the University, of Georgia 
College of Agriculture, to aid in a 
campaign against importation of food- 
stuffs which Georgia grows. 

Speaking to the Women’s Club In- 
stitute at the university today, the 
dean urged the women to work to- 


ward this goal until that “ideal enun- 
ciated years ago by Henry W. Grady 
becomes a reality.” 


He said the clubwomen were in po- | 


sition to “render outstanding and con- 
spicuous service” to their state in 
encouraging greater consumption of 
Georzia-grown food. 

“You may become the most con- 
struetiv: force in the state for elim- 
inating the economic curse of import- 
ing food products into Georgia,’ he 
said,

PASSES AT HOSPTAL 


Daughter of Former Gover- 
nor Succumbs After Illness 
of Several Months. 


Miss Annie Northen, member of one 
of the most prominent families of 
Georgia and daughter of the late 
Governor William J. Northen, died 
yesterday morning after an extended 
illness. She had been confined to 
her home, 886 Piedmont avenue, N. 
E., for a number of months before her 
condition required her removal to a 
private hospital, where she passed 
away. , 

Miss Northen was deeply religious 
and an active member of the Baptist 
denomination. She was associated 
first with the old First Baptist church 
here, later the Ponce de Leon Bap- 
tist church and more recently with 
the Second-Ponce de Leon Baptist 
church. 

She was noted as a historian and 
had assembled one of the most val- 
uable ecollections of data on Georgia 
and the southern states in existence.

FAITH PLEA CHARGED 
TQ MARGARET WALEY 


Attorneys. for Woman De- 
fendant in Weyerheauser 
Kidnaping Rests Case. 


TACOMA, Wash., July 12.—())— 
The government hotly accused fair- 
haired Margaret Waley today of at- 
tempting ‘to hide behind the Mormoa 
religion in her fight to escape punish- 
ment for the kidnaping of 9-year-old 
George Weyerhaeuser. ° 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Gwen P. Hughes, demanding her con- 
viction on conspiracy and ‘Lindbergh 
law” charges, scathingly attacked 
her story she was forced to participate 
in the $200,000 abduction of the Ta- 
coma timber heir. 

He said she had assumed a pose of 
innocence “because she was reared 
in the Mormon faith and that it 
teaches absolute subjection to the hus- 
band.” 

The blonde, 19-year-old girl stared 
angrily at the prosecutor as he de 
nounced her in his argument to the 
federal court jury. 

Mrs. Waley’s story had been that 
she took part only after she learned 
her husband, Harmon M. Waley, al- 
ready was involved and because the 
fugitive William Mahan, alleged 
“brains” of the plot, had threatened 
death to everyone concerned if she 
“talked.” Waley has pleaded guilty. 
He received 45 years. 


Heard Woman's Voice. 


The little victim, testifying yester- 
day as the government’s star witness, 
failed to identify Mrs. Waley as a 
member of the gang. From _ photo- 
graphs, he identified Waley and Ma- 
han. He said, however, he once heard 
a woman's voice at the kidnap hide 
out house in Spokane. 

Mrs. Waley’s attorneys rested their 
case quickly after federal prosecutors 
questioned her briefly but searching- 
ly on her contention that she was 
an unwilling participant. 

At one point Hughes, facing Mrs. 
Waley’s glare, said she was “waiting 
for this Dainard (Mahan is an alias) 
with open arms.” 

He said the evidence was incon- 
clusive as to whether she had spent a 
night with him while Waley was 
guarding little George. 

He likened the drab, plump defend- 
ant to the “gun mollis” of eastern 
gangs and said her presence was 
necessary to divert suspicion.

nvestment demand in “GM” has 
been heavy, based on good earnings 
forecasts for the company and ex- 
cellent production figures. Also, there 
is behind it the feeling of business 
improvement in all industry this fall. 

Naturally. there is no optimism 
without some sour tones. The under- 
tones now come from professionals. 
Many feel the market has gone too 
high. 

“What good does it do us,” one 
semi-bearish professional said today, 
“to stay here and sell to each other 
when the public will not release its 
holdings.” 


Consequently, this public feeling of 
stock market betterment, whether it 
be based on belief of business improve- 
ment or inflation, is not permitting 
the stock market to go down. Bro- 
kers report their larger so-called public 
accounts when active are on the buy- 
ing side. Very little selling comes 
from these accounts. 


This probably accounted for im- 
provement today. In the face of a 
more than seasonal decline in car 
loadings, a break in grains and no 
business reports of consequence, the 
market slowly firmed and at the close 
showed gains extending to almost two 
points. General Motors led in activ- 
ity with a‘gain of more than a point 
and Chrysler had more than a point 
gain.

LIGHTHOUSE BUILT 
ON SAHARA DESERT 


New Project Marks Man’s 
Second Victory in Taming 


of Desolate Sands. 


The first lighthouse ever to be built 
in a desert soon will send out a beam 
of light to guide camel, motor and 
air caravans across the Sahara’s track- 
less waste. 

Erected a few feet away from 
Bidon V, famous gas pump: in the 
heart of the desolate Tanezrouft re- 
gion, the new lighthouse represents 
man’s second victory in the taming of 
the Sahara. 

Bidon V, an emergency filling sta- 
tion for thirsty planes and cars en 
route across the desert, was the first 
conquest. ; 

Eqipped with a powerful  gas-lit 
beacon, pivoting on a tall slender 

metal pylon a hundred feet high, the 
lighthouse can be seen 30 miles away 
on clear nights. 

Heavy metal tubes of “bottled gas” 
have to be transported hundreds of 
miles across the desert to supply the 
new station with power. Electrical 
lighting was inadvisable because o 
the heavy expense involved in wiring 
the new station to the nearest pow- 
-erhouse, several hundred miles dis- 
tant.

PALMER, Alaska, July 12.—Some 
of the Matanuska pioneers have en- 
countered genuine pioneering hard- 
ships. They found themselves in the 
midst of the worst Matantska river 
flood in 50 years and waded three 
miles through a torrent from knee to 
waist-deep. , 

About 20 men had pitched a log- 
ging camp at the foot of a promon- 
tory rising directly off the valley floor 
across the river from: headquarters’ 
camp at Palmer. 


Walk Into Danger. 


After several hot days, the river 
rose from a harmless, shallow stream 
to a rushing, unruly flow of ice-cold 
water, mud and tree trunks all 
churning together. It slipped over its 
left bank and spread into a stretch 
of low land between Palmer and the 
camp. 

Unaware of the flood’s extent, the 
Butte pioneers started out for Palmer 
one noon to attend a headquarters 
camp mbteting. They waded a mile or 
so along a road they had swamped 
out through the trees, not realizing 
their danger until they were just as 
well off trying to go through the tor- 
rent as to turn back. 

A few of the men had two teams 
hitched to wagons. They stood up in 
the boxes. At places the water swirled 
ankle-deep through the wagon boards. 
Timbers 10 and 12 feet long rammed 
through the flooded trees. Men afoot 
do them and_ kept bucking 
against the rushing water. 


Stand Up or Die. 


“It was five and six feet deep in 
places and it was really rusbing,” said 
Howard Van Wormer, who came 
through with Lawrence Dreghorn and 
Mathew Saareia. “The whole road was 
a sheet of water. There was water 
everywhere, knee-deep and hip-deep 
and deeper. . 

“Our legs got so cold we could 
hardly walk. Dreghorn, a small man 
and light, almost went down once anid 
I had to stick a stick out for him. If 
a man’s ever gone down in that tor- 
rent he'd been a goner.” 

The men coming through with the 
teams got along all right until they 
came to an old creek channel spanned 
by a timber bridge. The bridge was 
under water but they guessed at its 
location and the first team started 
over.’ 

The bridge gave way. The horses 
plunged into the channel, dragging 
the wagon with them. Otto Peterson 
and his companions leaped for the 
banks, which were under water, too. 

Rescue Horses. 

Peterson grabbed one horse by the 
neck and held its head out of water 
while another man grasped the strug- 


|gling beast’s tail. A third man battled 


to unhook the team from the wagon. 
For a moment it appeared the horses 
were doomed. But the pioneers whip 
ped the flood. They got the horses un- 
hitched, abandoned the wagon and 
continued on to Palmer. 

Pat Hemmer, following with the 
second team, turned back at the wash- 
ed-out bridge, fought his way to the 
Butte camp and waited until the 
water subsided somewhat before buck- 
ing the stream again. He made it to 
town next day.

Jr., and David Gould Black, of Geor- 
gia. 

The petition charges that David 
Gould died in St. Louis in 1901 leav- 
ing his estate to his widow, Emma F. 
Gould, and their three children but 
with a stipulation that on her re- 
marriage her rights should revert to 
the children. 

The suit charges that on July 5, 
1902, Mrs. Gould married James V. 
Davidson, secretly, and that a year 
later she proposed to the children that 
she exchange her rights for the right 
of a child under the will. Not know- 
ing that she had been married, they 
consented, the bill said. 

The property involved in this e%- 
change included Tampa business prop- 
erty. Clearwater property, 70 shares 
of Gould Building Company of St. 
Louis, and a quarter interest in a 
trust estate. 

Mrs. Gould’ died in 1932, but the 
suit said the other heirs did not know 
of her marriage until this year, be- 
cause she lived with her husband in 
Paris, apart from them. 

The defendant Davidson is accused 
of having conspired to conceal the 
wedding. He is asked to give an ac- 
counting and to pay over to the oth- 
er heirs any money found to be due 
them and to hold all properties that 
— to him as executor subject to 
claim.
